Dick Hebdige, author of Subculture: The Meaning of Style, argued 
that style is a representation of politics for subcultural members, specifically 
punks. By dressing up in ripped jeans leather jackets, old clothes with safety 
pins holding them together, wearing patches with political slogans on 
them, or having Mohawks, Punks’ dress represented who they were politi- 
cally in the days of the Sex Pistols and Sid Vicious. In order to protest the 
drudgery and wage slavery of working class life punks resisted by calling 
attention to themselves and otherwise offending the stylistic sensibilities of 
the upper classes. In other words, they tried really hard to visually piss 
people off. Whether it was trying to look like a punk hoodlum or if it was to 
look sexually deviant, punks in the late 70's and early 80's were attacking 
the ways of elite culture and the petit bourgeois, the class traitors of that 
time period. Punk dress was very much a statement against trying to 
become “cultured” and a rejection of working and middle class dreams of | 
finally becoming a part of the capitalist class. 
This visual assault was prompted by ће overall loss of youth idealism and | 
belief in change that was the youth movement of the sixties. In a sense 
punk was a nihilist take on social change and it was pissed off that real 
change seemed impossible after the sixties. Тһе youth movement of the 
sixties failed because it was so easily co-opted and appropriated by 
corporations and their marketing schemes. Punk as a style and as a subcul- 
ture was a response to the malaise of youth culture during this period. 
Hardcore punks saw the politics of Reagan and Thatcher and believed 
that neoliberalism was not in the interests of the middle and lower classes. 
Only capitalists and sympathizers would really benefit from their policies. 
Youth have little power in our society, so they utilized the only ways of 
being political that they knew how and this was through manipulation of 
cultural forms: music, dress, body adornment, etc. 
When punk came into the public's eye it was only because corporations 
had stolen the signs and symbols that punk used to transgress visual de- 
cency, therefore making punk style less a sign and symbol of discontent 
and more a sign and symbol of hip consumerism as argued by Thomas 
Frank in Commodify Your Dissent. However, when punk went underground 
it took with it its creativity of transgression and protest and most of all it 
took with it its message of anti-capitalism and honed its complex produc- 


tion of anti-capitalist signs and symbols so that to the uninitiated nothing 
was going on.Hardcore punk developed from this complex production 
and reproduction of anti-capitalist themes. These anti-capitalist themes 
were no longer petty signs of revolt like the Mohawk, safety pins, and the 
leather jacket were; 
instead, hardcore 
had forged new ways 
of revotting so that 
entire lifestyles be- 
came the weapon to 
use against hege- 
mony not just the 
shock value of cloth- 
ing. Of course there 
are still codes that 
hardcore participants 
follow as far as dress 
is concerned; how- 
ever these codes are 
very subtle and very 
powerful because 
^normal" people do 
notice them. They 
have changed 
though from the overt 
Mohawkto the 
hooded sweatshirt or 
what is commonly 
v referred to asa 
hoodie. What this 
means is that style is 
stil as political as 
ever, but shocking people has been е, done and is very easily countered 
as a strategy by hegemony by appropriation of style. j 
Currently hardcore punks, look like everyone else except for small 
almost imperceivable uses of style. For example, a hardcore punk wearing 
hooded a sweatshirt (i.e. the hoodie) represents and very frugal way of 
living: wearing it everyday, no washing, and no need for too much 
clothes. However, the most important thing is wearing a patch or t-shirt that 
» says something political but clever so that not everyone will perceive it. This 
allows hardcore punks to be noticed by people in public but not ogled 
.andit allows for social interaction to take place. In other words, wearing a 
patch that says, "Food not Bombs" on an otherwise ordinary backpack 
and worn by an otherwise ordinary white male produces very interesting 
stares and conversations. Hardcore punks welcome this type of interaction 
because they can Influence by showing rather than telling or preaching. A 
Mohawk, however, is an imposition in certain senses it is so obnoxious that 
it is not rebellious at all Instead it is just the act of a clown, but when some-

So, where punk style in the beginning was all about visually assault- 
ing the norms that hegemony places upon society; Hardcore punk style is 
about subtly subverting those norms and creating larger spaces within 
which larger more meaningful and effective subversion can take place. 
Hardcore punk style also begins to encompass not only style as a way of 
dressing, but style as a way of living. Lifestyle, from the way one dresses, to 
the way one purchases Items at a store, even down to the way you Carry 
yourself becomes a weapon through which hegemony is subverted and 
anti-capitalist themes are disseminated and enacted by hardcore punks. 
Hardcore punk participants took punk style and created “ways of being.” 
It is these "ways" these life practices and telling and retellings of anti- 
capitalist themes that make up the cultural form of hardcore punk.

1 also 
intern at an options trading firm, where we're currently learning to use artificial intelli- 
gence to decide which way our solidity position will be.

Rory-Casual Friday 

Russ-Casual Friday, that's right. 

Rory-When we found he was just a piece of shit on the street but we turned him into a 
real man, you know?

Why aren't they pander- 
ing to arena rock shows and 
VH11? Why are you playing 
bowling alleys instead of stadi- 
ums? 


Tommy-!'ll let Rory answer this one 
Rory-Well, we've got Lincoln Park working for us. So they're the ones who are playing the 
arenas for из. It's а hard life. Basically, Our plan is to take over from the ground up and what's 
below the ground? The Underground. Yes that's right. That's the place to start. 
What are guys pulling down? Almost 3 figures per show. 
Tommy-3 Figures, yeah sure I had some nice figures, There was a girl named Nancy. 
Rory-And that one asian girl 
Tommy -a very good girl 
Rory-ummm, Becky 
*Tommy-Four figures last time actually. They were nice figures. 
It has been known that the Lockheart brothers play nude at shows quite often. Does this 
‘stem from a sense of personal freedom or because of the bottom line, sex sells? 
Rory-Since we've gotten naked at shows 40% of the scene has come out of the closet. I don't 
know if that's saying anything. But if it says anything, it says something about the power... 
Consumer loyalty? 
Rory-I was going to say male sexuality 
Tommy-And Consumer loyalty that's a good point you're learning. 
Thank you, sir 
Rory-It really does only come down to the consumers. 
Is there any backlash certain things happen like when Cory ran around naked and ran 
right into the mother of the kid putting on the show? 
Rory-Bottom Line is Sex Sells 
Tommy-And basically you gotta have balls to play. 
Rory-That's right 
Tommy-If you want to play with the big boys you gotta have balls. 
Seeing as this is the fashion issue, I would like to address Mr.. Camaro on the issue of his 
other band Tale of Genji being features in an article on style by the Chicago Tribune. 
Would you care to comment on the story behind that? Were you slumming? 
_ Russ-Those are our tax write offs. They're complete failures. 
Tommy-Tale of Genji are our tax write offs in out screamo division. 
Russ- Just like most major labels we have to pretend like we have subsidiary labels that are 
independently backed.

Tommy-Well to put it straight, one sentence is all you need. I'm not interested in bullshit. You 
need to get right to the point and that's what we're doing.

Macaulay Caulkin, How do you respond to criticisms of copyright infringement? 
Tommy-It's true that we have a strong hate for Macaulay Caulkin in this industry. 
Rory-Macaulay had a rival group going before, whåt were they called?

Rory-lt's not a crime if you don't get caught.

Rory-It's a wild ride to the top.
